THE LATE CRE OF FRENCH 
SEAMEN AT BIOGO. 

We take the following detailed account 
of this-ovent from the Hiogo Herald of 
March: 14 :— : ; 

To begin at the beginning; it. 2ppears 
that. Admiral Obier before leaving bere last 
week; left orders that the Bar and different 


atiuds should be surveyed, and also the 
coast as far as Sakai, “Sakai-is a port dis- 
tant by tho-land abotit- eight miles from 
Osaka and containing something like 80, or 
100,000 ivhabitants. Hitherto the only 
branch of the river above referted-to, which 
was used by us, was. that-on which the Port 
of Temposam is placed... Sakai is apparent- 
ly the natural port for Osaka, that is-to say 
ships anchored off there could always com- 
municate with the town, however rough 
the Weather, “and .no other. neighbouring 
Port, we understand, can boast.of such an 
advantage, . There are two jetties running 
into the sea at Sakai for some distance’ 
upon passing betiveen these we enter into a 
large artificial basin.’ All these advantages 
natural and artificial, caused the Admiral 
to order the place to be surveyed. . In order 
to carry out the instructions of the Admiral 
the- Dupliia: left Kobe-for Osaka on ‘the 
4th instant, and-on arrival immediately 
commenced to survey the Bar. - The follow- 
ing day they were cnabled, . by :the. know- 
ledge they. had’ gained, to tow ‘the steam 
Jauncli, having on board the French Minis- 
ter and.his suite, over the Bar, without 
getting aground. sa. : 

Amongst those who accompanied the Mi- 
‘nister, was the French Vice Cousul of this 
port, (M. Viault) who was going to. Osaka 
on 8 Visit. : . ; . 

On Saturday, the 7th. instant, wishing to 
aeée ‘Sakai, M. Viault, ‘with Conimaudant 
Roy of the Venus, resolved.to walk there on 
the following day. - Orders were sént off by 
Comimt. Roy to the Dupleix, to send -her 
steam launch to’ meet himself. and compa= 
nion at Sakai,-at threo o'clock: p.m. the en- 
suing day. ; e : 

-Qu Sunday inorning about 10 o'clock, the 
two pentlemen above named, started from 
the French: Legation, firat taking leave of 
the Minister, as it was the’ intention of the’ 
Commandant -to return to his ship, and for 
‘M..Viault to go back to his post, The two 
gentlemen, escorted by two of Princes Uwa- 

jimw’s men and two officers: of the Osaka 

unicipal Governmont, provceded on their 
way without obstraction, Ba AEE 

‘The voad to Sakai ia good hard road, 
some 25 or 30.-feet in width, and the da; 
being fine they were enabled to make quia 
progress, .. At & place called. Samti-yo-shi, 
their excort was augmented by.two Japaneaa 
officers who seemed -as if they had been 
waiting for them. After staying .a. short 
tints to Inepevt the fine Temiple. atthe last 
jtanied towi, the party went on quickly as 
before, arriving about noon close to.a bridge 
called. the .Yama-to-bashi,. which spins 4 
large river ‘called: the -Yania-to-gawa ab a” 
-boint scarcely two miles distant from Saksi, 
They were hardly 100 yards ffom the bridge, 
when theif escort waa stopped. by. gome Ja- 
panese officers, and tipon the Commandant 
asking what was the tatter, M..Viault re 
plied: “ it is not our businesd, we have only 
to go on,” and was about td do so, bit their 
guard begged they would: not; saying Shi- 
barva-ku, thatti iat or * wait.a moment,” 
M. Viault, however, insisted upon proceed: 
ing when soe oflpots came fomy the! 


invasion of their privacy. The seclusion of 


branches. of the river upon which Osaka. 


bridge where there were soveral more armed [ 
‘men, some of whom carried flags. ‘These 


officers entered: into couversation with the 
escort, whoreupon the latter strongly.advi- 
aed the Foreigners to go into a ieighboming 


house, Seeing a mob gathering, M. Viaulé 


and. his companion did ag they were requést-- 
ed, and awaited the result of the conférence 
between the guard and the party occupying 
the bridge... After waiting -a. short. time, 
they: were told they could not pass that day, 
The men-on the bridge, who- belonged to 
Tosa, refused to allow foreigners to. pass, 
They now sent anotlier messenger to explain 
that they must: pass, ‘in order to meet the 
steam launch. whicli was ordered to be at 
Sakai at J o'clock. -At the’ same time re- 
monstrating, as strongly as their somewhat: 
limited knowledge of tha language would 
allow, upon the -ubstructiou offered tlieni, 
as Sakai is & place, which in the treaty is 
apeciilly mentioned as free of access to for- 
eigners, After waiting for nearly en hour 
for the retura_ of the: last messenger, (one 


of the Uwajima men) and seeing the erdwd 7 


outside the house -coutinually increasing 
and becomiug more annoying by their 
shouting, while froth the excessive agitation 
and evident fright of their guard, some- 
thing diaigreeable seemed likely to- occur, 
‘the two gentlemen proposed to “their escort. 
that they sliould try to find another road 


|. to Sakai overland, or go-to some ‘village 


where they could get, boat and thus reach 
the appointed meeting place by water. But 
the men refused to entertain either of these 
propositions, and no other course was left 
but to'return to Osuka, which they acoord- 
ingly did, leaving the messenger they had 
last sent, behind, and intending to complain 
to the. French . Minister -of the anuoyance 
they had: beon subjeoted to in defiance of 
the treaty. On leaving the house, the mob 
began to shout, and from'the way.in which 
the cries were made, - it appeared as if they. 
were being led on by some ringleaders, 
‘The mob‘aftor following the party for some 
two or three hundred yards, dispersed. 
The Commandant, apprehensive that’ the 
officer -in -charge- of the launch would be- 
como Uneasy at their not. -keeping their 
tryst, went into a tea-house and wrote a 
note, which was given to ihe remaining 
Uwajina man, with instructions to make 
his way a3 he best could to Sakai, ond to 
deliver the note tothe officer in question. 
Tho gotitlemon returned to Osaka without 
further molestation, On arriving at the 
French Legation, they saw the Minister dnd 
related-to'him what had occured; he told 
them he would get the -matter enquired 
into and demand an explanation; » Comdt, 
Noy, fearing that the note he bad sent 
might uot reach the officer in charge of the 
launch, ‘sent another note to the Dupleix, 
requesting that. in, caso the launch did-not 
return svon,:shié should be sent.for. This 
proved to be a sensible precaution, his first 
note being returned to him in the courae 
of the evening, the messenger stating that 
he had not been able to get: to Sakai. 
It so happened that several high officials

of the new Government were dining tliat |! 


evening at the French Legation, Whilst 
at dinnor,. a message of pressing importance 
arrived for one of the Japaucee’ officials, 
and ‘in the course of the evening tlie Minis. 
ter was informed ‘that some mistake had* 
apparently occurred at. Sakai, aa intelligence 
had been received. to the effect that the 
eraw of the Trenoli. boat -had’ been fired 
upon, but they: bélieved nothing serious 
had occurred; more than that one-man was 
wounded, the Ja anes guests: left be- 
tween 10 and L Golo, About” half past 
12 a letter arrived at the Legation from the 
first officer of the Venus, stating briefly that 
tho steam. launch had ‘béen treacherously 
attacked and that all her crew were killed 
or wounded, algo stating that the gig’ of 
the. Venus which had accompanied the 
Tauiich had returned with one of her’ crew 
also wounded.” While-consulting over this 
astounding intelligence, Lieut. Rougemont 
of -H.M.S. Ocean, cumeéinand reported that 
the steam Javnch had returned, that two of 
hor men were killed, and-six wounded, one 
only had escaped. unhurt, ‘the remaining 
seven. were missing, also that the boats of 
the Dupleiv, fully armed had goné to Sakai. 
Comdt.’ Roy immediitely-returned to his 
ship, in the bout that had brought off Lieut. 
Rougemont. . Although ‘at.so late an hour, 
tho Foreign Ministers at once assembléd-its 
order to discuss what measures should be 
taken on account of this new -ontrage, an 
outrage which in enorniity exceeded all that 
had preceded.it. The result of their. con- 
ference was their determination to withdraw 
from their respective Legations and embark 
‘on ‘board the men-of-war. then lying off 


Osulca, ‘The American, Prussian, Italian, } 


and Fyetich Ministers und their suites; ac- 
cordingly omburked the-next day, léaving 
the Dutch and Engiish Ministers ashoro,- 
the Jatter awaiting the return of Dr Willis 
ard Mr Mitford who were-absent in Kioto, 
whers Dr Willis is said tobe looking after 
the -health of the sick Ink’yo of . Tosa. 
However, Sir Harry went-on board tlie fol- 
lowing day, ‘Tuesday, but for some’ unex- 
plained reason the representative of Holland 
remained in Osaka, from whence he return- 
ed on Thursday last. a eae 3 

The: French ‘Miuister demanded the pro- 
duction of the missing men, giving the 
Government until 8 o'clock. on’ Tuesday 
morning, for the purpose of complying with 
hie wishes, “At the hour ‘stipulated, the 
following members. of . the Governmient— 
Prince Uwajiina, the Kuge, Higashi Kuze : 
-Kumatzu and Godai: arrived’ onboard the 
Venus, and informed H.E.M. Leon Rochea; 
that the nsissing-men were all. dead. and 
their. bodies .wers then on their way tothe 
ship. They further stated that they-had 
mado very careful enquiry ‘into all the 
circumstances relating to the affair and had 


‘been ubable to: find that the slightest pro- 


vocation hud been given by the unfortunate 
victims to’ their. murderers,” The men on 
Janding. had beeu very hospitably received 
by-the towns people of Sukai, and they, the 
Ministers: wera quite at a loxs to account 
for the whole affair, 

Jt is-now time to give the statement of 
the survivors as to what happened to them 
at Sakai, . Folluwing orders, the steam 
launch, having in tow the gig of the Venus, 


| arrived ‘at. 8 ¥.3t, on Sunday afternoon at 


Sakai, The launch was monred at the 
Jandiag place, whilst the gig -procecded to 
take. soundings in the neighbourhood, 
Some. of the jaunch’s crew landed, they 
Wore wall received by tlie peopls, and after” 
good naturedly distributing’ thoir ‘biscuit 
amongat the children; had returned, with= 
out having peresived the least signs-of hoa- 
tility, It wad now gbtting on for 5 o'clock, 
he launch’ having. been there nearly two 
outs, . red F 


. The patron of the launch; accompanied 
by the engineer, in their turn, thought to 
take e stroll on siore, No sooner had they 
lauded, ‘however, than two Japanese Officers: 
came towards them and taking ‘hold of them 
by the land, in an appetettly friendly way, 
invited them, as they ey t@ go with 
them to eee something, . They-hed but proe 


ceeded a few yards, when, they came to a 
little bridge,” over- which ‘their Japanese 
guides led them. Just as they got over, 

one of. the Japauese who was with them, 
whistled, aud his cry was answered by the 
instantaneous appearance of . about. forty 
armed men, ‘who-at once surrounded them, 

The patron alarmed at this, thew off the 
mau who had hold ‘of his arm and ran for 

the Jaunch; he was immediately fired at, 

but succeeded in‘reaching the boat, orying 
out to his officer- “cut adrift, we are at- 

tacked!” . The engineer who was still in 

the hands of the miscreauts,- was carried 
with them, as they rushed to'the waters 
edze, firing upon the men jn-the launch’ 
when-but little more than a musket’s longth 
from their prey. .Finding hiniself thus ple- 
ced, the daring min jumped into the water 
aud diving beneath thb launch, hid himself 
between it gnd a native boat that lay along- 
side of her, ‘and thus escaped tho bultets of 
the Japanese.“ After remaining in the tva- 
ter for nearly twenty minutes, ‘finding that 
the firing*had ceased, he clambered into the 
launch and there found tivo of her luckless 
crew dead, and aix lying. wounded... Three 
or four of :the latter were go severely .in~ 
jured, that two of them. have-since died, 

and tho life of another is in great danger. 

The remaining seven, including the Mid- 
Shipman who was in charge of the launch, 

hid jumped into the water, and whilst 
there-had been.barbarously murdered. One 
poor felluw trying to climb up the sea wall, 
had his brains blown out by a pitiless ruftian, 
who -had placed’‘his musket ‘close to his 
victim's head, , Anotber poor wretch was 
go torn about the head by a trident-like: 
weapon, studded with hooks, that his fea- 
tures were almost ‘undistingitishable. .- The 
Midshipman was shot in the water, but-one 
of bis thumbs was found in the boat, ont 
off by a bullet ; it is. conjectured this was 
done whilst he was hanging on to her side. 

An engineer who’ had: remained on board 
the launch, was shot dead as he stood with 
his hand on the engine, in the act: of set- 
ting it in motion. Unluekily- one of the 
bullets also’ struck the steam pipe, cutting 
it open und rendering the machinery unless 
for the time... The engineer before alluded: 
to as having imiraculously escaped unhurt, 

seeing that the Japanese thad gone away, 

(it has been since stéted ‘that they. were 
gone. to fetch ingtruments to enable them 
to déatroy the launch)’ and that. the engine 
was disabled, called upon his wounded com- 
rades to make an effort to save their lives. 

They all, wounded as they were, responded 
to his appeal, and ptishing off tho launch, 
managed to propel her until they were out- 
side the harbor, when they hoisted sail, and 
mad6 for their ship. -The sufferings undet- 
gone at thig time. by these. poor men, is 
almost inconceivable.
